Hospitals Says Medicare Cumbersome, Inadequate
Twenty-six Southland hospi­ 

tals today a*ked for relief 
from what they called "cum­ 
bersome and inadequate" Me­ 
dicare provisions in a tele­ 
gram to Congressman Cecii 
R, King (D-17th District) and 
JaoMffB. Utt (R-35th District).

The two Congressmen are 
members of the House ways 
and Mean* Committee, which 
began hearings on a bill to 
amend the Social Security

Act'* provisions for Medicare 
health insurance last Friday.

Among the hospitals repre­ 
sented in a telegram to the 
two congressmen were Little 
Company of Mary Hospital, 
Torrance Memorial Hospital, 
Riviera Community Hospital, 
and Harbor General Hospital.

Specifically, the hospitals 
charged that four provisions 
of the Medicare program were 
"cumbersome and inade­

quate." These Include:
  Costs for patients who 

are under 65 years of age 
have had to be increased be­ 
cause reimbursements to hos­ 
pitals for patients over 65 
years of age fail to cover com­ 
plete hospital costs.
  Medicare does not pay 

its share of the hospitals' 
needs to meet the expenses 
of current indebtedness, 
much lew their capital re­

quirement* for ( modernize . 
tion and expannioii.

  Paper work has created 
an "administrative night­ 
mare" which often costs more 
than the expense which is 
being claimed.

  Delays id paying the hos­ 
pitals have forced the hospi­ 
tals to borrow extra money to 
tide over cash requirements 
until federal reimbursements 
are received.

In addition to the four Tor­ 
rance hospitals, the telegram 
was signed for Gardena Com- 
rmintty Hospital, for Bay Har: 
bor Hospital in Harbor City, 
for the Gardena Memorial 
Hospital, and the Wllmington 
Community Hospital.

A total of 26 hospitals 
joined in the plea for relief 
from the provisions of the 
Medicare bill.

Being a good wife and 
mother is an archaic way of 
life, she claims.

car a»d maintenance, furni­ 
ture, home and the luxuries 
you take for granted.

Deduct the cost of these 
items from the $2400 figure 
and you end up owing him 
quite a bit when the split

Too, Mrs. Luce blithely ig­ 
nores the fact that if you're 
on the verge of becoming an 
ex-wife, then you're a disap­ 
pointment to him and haven't 
been doing the job as well as 
he was led to expect. He 
should be able to fire you at 
will with two weeks' notice. 
Well, why not?

If Mrs. Luce wants retroac­ 
tive payments for ex-wives, 
why shouldn't the husband be 
permitted to deduct FIRST of 
all the money, he spent on you 
during the years of marriage?
